THE CONTROVERSY over a-col- 
lective bargaining agreement bet- 
ween the city and Police Benevolent 
and Protective Association Unit 110 
apparently was discussed as a per- 
sonnel problem in closed council 
deliberations. 

When the council reconvened its 
public session 35 minutes later, the 
aldermen approved a revised or- 
dinance, 1106, that stated there was 
a misunderstanding by the council 
when the previous ordinance, 1104, 
was given approval. 

The latest ordinance, 1106, states 
the collective bargaining agreement 
appears to have changed longevity 
pay and overtime for the police 
department, but that the council was 
unaware of the changes, which it 
opposes.

IF THE COUNCIL had Known 
when 1104 was adopted that changes 
were being made in the collective 
bargaining agreement on longevity 
pay and overtime, the agreement 
would not have been approved, 
aldermen said. 

‘A disagreement over the matter 
developed, and during the closed 
session two aldermen, Charles 
Rockett and Don Wilson, left the ex- 
ecutive meeting before it was over. 

As soon as the council went back 
into-open_ session, Alderman Jim 
Hillmer also left the council room. 

A meeting to attempt to resolve 
the conflict was set for Sept. 13, with 
the results to be presented at the 
next regular. meeting on Sept. 23, 
Mayor John Bellcoff said. 

OFFICIALS SAY they had been 
asked to adopt in August substantial-_ 
ly the same bargaining agreement 
dating back to prior years. The in- 
tent was not to break new ground, 
they said, but rather to show 
aldermen’s support for previously 
enacted but partly ignored 
procedures. : 

Ordinance 1106 says that, when 
Ordinance 1104 was enacted, “there 
was a misunderstanding by the City 
Council that said bargaining agree- 
ment did not change any economic 
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matters that the city police did not 
theretofore have. 

“Said bargaining agreement 
changed the longevity pay and over 
time for the police. Had the City 
Council known when said ordinance 
was adopted that changes were 
made to the said collective bargain- 
ing agreement in the longevity pay 
and overtime of the policemen, said 
ordinance and agreement would not 
have been approved. Ordinance 1104 
is hereby rescinded.” 

It was indicated the longevity pay 
provision authorized raises for of- 
ficers with more than 15 years of 
service. 

FOUR POLICEMEN would have 
been affected, and the raises would 
have been retroactive to May 1, 1986. 

‘The now-rescinded ordinance pro- 
vided overtime pay, with the 
employee having the option of taking 
compensatory time off or pay for all 
overtime hours “rounded to the 

nearest half-hour, 15 -or more 
minutes constituting a half-hour.” 

During the council meeting, a 
report from Police Chief Charles 
Bridick noted ‘that of the 108 arrests 
in July, 92 adults and 16 juveniles 
were charged.

Tax law change vetoed 


A change in the-Hlinois corporate 
income tax law primarily sought by 
Amoco Oil Co. was vetoed Sept. 15 by 
Gov. James Thompson. tet 

The governor: said’ the measure 
would provide an alternative for- 
mula which ‘‘disproportionately 
reduces the tax liability of com- 
panies whose headquarters are in 
Illinois.”” 

The proposed change would have 
permitted companies whose Tllinois 
payroll was more than 250 percent of 
their property and sales in the state 
to exclude the payroll factor from 
the income tax base. 
moco, which has a petroleum ad- 
ditives plant in Wood.River and is 
headquartered in Chicago, lobbied 
for the bill this spring. It argued that 
its Mllinois income was unfairly 
“skewered’’ under the present 
formula. 

Amoco tax attorney Carol Stevens 
testified the firm had 7,292 employes 
in Illinois out of 49,454 worldwide, 
but its oil production in Illinois was 
less than two 100ths of 1 percent 
worldwide. The current formula had 
subjected about 11 percent of the 
firm’s total income to the state in- 
come tax, she said 

Stevens estimated the company’s 
Illinois tax bite would have ben_ 
reduced by *‘$1 million to $2 million” 
under the legislation.
